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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-3, 7, 11, 13, 15-17, 23, and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112. first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Claimi contains the 
recitation that the mixture is free of dinol. Applicant is relying on 2 portions of the 
specification for basis for this language; however, neither portion of the specification 
provides any basis for the mixture being free of dinol. 

Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-3, 7, 11, 13, 15-17, 23, and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over German Patent to Hagel et al DE-1 9540278, the action will 
refer to the US PGPUB (2001/0001970) so that the relevant passages can be indicated. 
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Hagel et al discloses a priming composition that comprises 0-30 % of secondary 
explosives such nitrocellulose, pentaerythrite tetranitrate (penthrite), octogen and 
hexogen (para. 0014). The composition also comprises 0-30 % of tetrazene (para. 
0012), 5-70 % of oxidizer such as zinc peroxide (para. 0010), 0-20 % of boron and 
glass, and 0-20 % of other additives such as binders (para. 0015). Example 1 does not 
contain any dinoL There is no specific example of the exact claimed composition. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to use the components as disclosed by Hagel in a priming 
composition since Hagel discloses that they are all known ingredients for use in priming 
compositions. Where the ingredients are well known and combined for their known 
properties, the combination is obvious absent unexpected results. In re Crocket, 126 
USPQ 186. In re Pinten, 173 USPQ 801, and In re Sussman, 43 CD 518. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
